Applicant argues that Rackman fails to disclose "reducing by the system the legal documents to summary form in business 
language, wherein said business language includes layman terms uunderstood by corporate officers, directors, and managers". 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner asserts Rackman discloses reducing the legal documents to summary form (Col. 8, 
lines 10-14, discloses summarizing legal documents). Examiner asserts that the documents having business language is 
considered non-functional descriptive material. The form of language used in the documents does not change the function of the 
claimed invention. Examiner asserts that Rackman is fully capable of having the summarized documents in business language 
form.
